nelly was the first aggressor, and that she 
forced Mrs. Hamilton to pick up the knife in 
self-defense. 
8 he had threatened to kill her 
mistress; she wns hot tempered and frenzied 
with brandy, and she assailed Mrs. Hamilton 
with murderous intent. 
Was Airs. Hamilton 
justified in striking the blow in self-defense ? 
Is there any one in this room placed as she 
was, on the bed in the desperate clutches of 
the drunken nurse, who would not take a 
similar opportunity to protect their life? 
Gentlemen of the jury, consider well the 
facts in the case, and give my poor forsakes 
client the full benefit of the tv-gravating cir­ 
cumstances which compelled Iter to commit 
the act for vvhioli she is held. 
Prosecutor Thompson then proceeded to 
dissect

AN INTERNATIONAL FAIR. 


It is not likely that Buffalo will g iv e much 
encouragement to the next International fair 
It was projected for the joint benefit of the 
United States and Canada; it appears to hav 
been run for the benefit of a selfish clique 
The Co mmercia l Ad vertiser denounces the 
management with v ehemence, and the Ex 
p ress is hardly milder. 
Both admit that the 
exhibit was a success. 
That of horses, liv e 
stock and sheep was nev er equalled in the 
United States and Canada, says the Co mmer 
cia l, and the agricultural departments were 
uncommonly strong. 
This was due, it ap 
pears, to the energy with which it was ad 
v ertised in adv ance. 
The people and the 
press boomed the fair, the country press be 
ing worked as nev er before. 
Tbe result is 
large profits to the Association. 
“ But,” says the Co mmercia l, “ it lias been 
neither profitable nor pleasant to anybody 
else, 
and 
the 
policy 
of 
the 
man 
agement has been so incredibly mean and 
greedy as to hav e made it a scoffing and a by 
word throughout the region to which the fair 
must look for future support.” 
The specifi­ 
cations to sustain this charge are quite numer­ 
ous. 
The exhibitors, after paying heav ily 
for space and priv ileges, were compelled to 
pay for admissions for themselv es and at­ 
tendants, and ev en at the close for the admis­ 
sion of wagons to carry their exhibits away. 
The country editors, who had done an enor 
mous amount of free adv ertising, receiv ed 
no passes for themselv es and fumtlies, and 
could not find their persuasiv e friend, the 
adv ertising agent, when they came to the 
city. 
The show printing was giv eu to Clov e 
land while Buffalo papers were booming the 
fair, aDd the hundred or two dollars sav ed 
was nearly eaten up by freight expense. The 
v olunteer firemen who came to the city to 
drill without rewards or prizes were lodged 
in the dusty attic of a store. 
Inside the 
grounds 
impudent 
fake 
shows 
and 
dirty lunch 
stands 
obtruded themselv es 
ev erywhere, the management hav ing sold 
priv ileges of this sort to all applicants. 
For 
a time a v irtuous show of enforefng the law 
against the selling of beer was made, but 
when it became apparent that some of the 


restaurants could not otherwise pay their rent 
the beer traffic was winked at. 
Tbe extra 
charges on the inside were annoying. 
After 
paying 50 cents to get in. it cost 10 cents to 
sit down on the grand sland, tbe only place 
where seats were prov ided. 
Ten cents was 
charged for a copy of the program an­ 
nouncing the special features of the day. 
Admission to the Art Gallery and to the Pal­ 
ace of Illusion was 25 cents each. 
Buffalo is 
shamed by the liberal management of the 
Toronto fair in contrast with its own. There 
25 cents cov ered ev erything. 
The Ex p ress, after relating how its late ed­ 
itor, J ames N . Matthews, worked for the 
promotion of the enterprise last year until it 
brought him to a sick bed from which he 
was nev er to arise ev eu to see the exhibition 
declares its disappointment this year to be 
v ery great. 
“ With all its weaknesses,” says 
the Ex p ress, “ it would hav e been a v ery good 
show if the people had only had a chance to 
see it. 
But an unwise greed for money 
crowded the grounds with side-shows and 
eating places until there was hardly room for 
a v isitor to mov e around, and a mistaken 
economy left him without the amusements to 
which he felt himself entitled. 
In a word, 
the management asked too much and gav e 
too little.” 
The state did not, it is to be feared, exter­ 
minate the race of human hogs that used to 
fatten around Niagara, when it transformed 
the v icinity of the cataract into a park. Tbe 
whole breed has ev idently mov ed up to Buf­ 
falo and started a fair. 
Nothing short of ex­ 
posure and the adv ersity that follows will 
civ ilize them into decency. 


A CONVERTED DEMOCRAT. 


J udge Dickson of Ohio, an ardent tariff 
reformer who v oted and shouted for Clev e­ 
land last year, has come out for Foraker. 
His reasons are v arious. 
One of them is that 
the election of Catnpliell, the Democratic 
candidate, would rightly he claimed as a re­ 
buke of Clev eland’s tariff reform policy and 
a declaration that he must Ik; withdrawn from 
the next canv ass for the Presidency. Though 
Campbell was nominated on a free trade plat 
form his own protection v iews cannot be hid­ 
den, and for this reason J udge Dickson holds 
that “ all men who believ e that turiff reform 
is fhe dominant question of the day must 
labor for the defeat of Campbell.” 
This is 
queer sort of logic to lead a free trader up to 
the support of Foraker, and illustrates quite 
strikingly the manner in which the Demo­ 
crats are getting together. 
On state issues also J udge Dickson is at 
v ariance with his party, and this is creditable 
to him because it prov es him a decent man 
and public spirited citizen. 
He says that the 
most popular law of the state is that which 
taxes the saloons, and for this law he giv es 
the Republican party tbe entire credit. 
Bays 
he; “ It reliev es honest industry from three 
millions of taxation, limiting the number of 
saloons and lessening their ev ils.” 
This law, 
he says, has encountered the most resolute 
Democratic opposition. 
Democratic legisla­ 
tors hav e opposed it, and Democratic J udges 
hav e set it aside, and the Democratic candi­ 
date for the bench at ties election has giv en 
his opinion against it. 
In contrast with this 
J udge Dickson recites the courageous action 
of Gov . Foraker in withstanding the “ saloon 
anarchists” of Cincinnati. 
The Gov ernor, it 
will be remembered, sent to the Mayor his 
approv al of the determination to close the 
Cincinnati saloons on Sunday, and informed 
him that the state was ready to help him if 
help was needed. 
For this J udge Dickson 
thinks the Gov ernor deserv es support. 
The incident is useful in showing that in 
telligent and conscientious men are thinkin 
about high license. 
In Ohio, as in Pennsy 
v ania and Massachusetts, it has passed the 
experimental stage. 
The usefulness of the 
principle is so well established that ev en Gov 
H ill’s objections are going to be taken at their 
true v alue before long. 
High license will 
come with an ov erwhelming majority behind 
it as soon as the sober people of the state 
agree to unite as solidly and harmoniously as 
the Gov ernor's Whisky party has done. 


EDUCA TION IN i HE SOUTH. 


The South is really waking up to the use 
fulness of general education and a public 
school system. 
The annual report of Com 
missioner of Education Dawson, just filed at 
the Interior Department, states that during 
the decade between lHTfiand 1887, the growth 
of the public school system, as shown by the 
number of enrollments, was 1.6 per cent 
greater than the growth of the populatlo 
of school age, 6 to 14 years, and that 
this gain is entirely due to the growth of the 
system in the South. 
In what is called the 
SoutJi Central section the commissioner sa 
the increase of the enrollment shows an ex 
cess ov er the increase of population probably 
nev er before paralleled in a country so long 
settled. 
The public school systems of the 
Southern states are now established on a per 
manent basis. 
An equal proportion of the 
school funds is apportioned to colored chil 
dren ev erywhere except iu the state of Dela 
ware, and these schools are kept open as long 
and under as well paid teachers as those for 
while children. 
This ev idently obv iates the necessity for 
the passage of the Bluir bill. 
The presenta 
tion and discussion of that bill has had 
good effect in stirring up the Southern peo 
pie, who hav e too much pride to accept a 
bounty that would hav e branded them as 
paupers. 
But the influence that has giv en 
the greatest stimulus to this mov ement is the 
great influx of Northern enterprise, brains 
and capital. 
A people that can no longer 
liv e upon the labor of their slav es are easily 
brought to see the usefulness of education in 
aiding them to the performance of the duty 
now laid upon them, of shifting for them­ 
selv es* 


TH E C H U RC H TH AT BO U G H T A SLA V E. 


M r. H e e c h e r th e A u c t io n e e r a n d P lym o u t h

with the history of the late Henry Ward 
Beecher to mention an affecting incident in 
his life which may hav e laded from the re­ 
membrance of some of our elder citizens. In 
1860 or 1861 a beautiful octoroon girl, raised 
and owued by a prominent citizen of this 
county, Mr. J ohn Churchman, attempted to 
make her escape North. 
Bhe was arrested 
and brought back. 
Her master then deter­ 
mined to sell her, and found a ready pur­ 
chaser in another citizen, Mr. Fred Scheffer 
Shortly after this the later owner was im­ 
pressed with the belief thnt the girl intended 
to make another effort to go North the 
first 
opportunity 
that 
presented. 
To 
meet 
tbe 
emergency 
and 
sav e 
trouble 
Mr. Scheffer proposed to Sarah 
that she 
should g o North and raise enough money 
from the Abolitionists to purchase herself. 
This proposition she eagerJy accepted and, 
being furnished with means by Mrs. Scheffer 
tc pay her fare she started. 
A few days after 
her arriv al in New York sfce was tiken to 
Mr. Beecher, and on the following Sunday 
morning was escorted to bis pulpit in Brook­ 
lyn. 
She was a woman of commanding 
presence, rounded features and winning face 


and long jet black hair, and of course, under 
tbe circumstances, attracted most eager at­ 
tention and interest from the large and 
wealthy congregation a>semb!ed. 
She was 
requested to loosen her hair, and as she did 
so it fell in glistening wav es ov er her should­ 
ers and below her waist. 
Robed in spotless 
white, her face crimsoned, and form heav ­ 
ing under the excitement of the occasion, 
she stood in the august presence a v ery 
Venus in form and feature. 
For a mo­ 
ment Mr. Beecher remained by her side with­ 
out uttering a word until the audience was 
brought up to a high pitch of curiosity and 
excitement. 
And then in his impressiv e way 
he related her story and her mission. 
Before 
he concluded his pathetic recital the v ast au­ 
dience was a sea of commotion. 
Tears ran 
down cheeks unused to the melting mood, 
eager curiosity and excitement perv aded the 
whole congregation, and as the pastor an­ 
nounced that he wanted $2.000 for the girl 
liefore him to redeem her promise to pay for 
her freedom, costly jewelry and trinkets and 
notes and specie piled in in such rapid sue 
cession that in less time than it takes to write 
this down enough and much more was con­ 
tributed than was necessary to meet the call 
that had been made. 
After she was free tbe ladies of the church 
wrote a little book, in which a full account of 
her life was giv en. 
With the money that 
was obtained from thesa ieof this they bought 
a little place for her at Peekskill, where she 
raised fowls and sold eggs and butter for a 
liv ing. 
She is liv ing there still, and is now 
al>out 50 years of age. 
She was nev er tired 
of talking about how good Mr. Beecher and 
his family had bceu to her. 
For some time 
she worked for Mrs. Scov ille, Mr. Beecher 
daughter, at Stamford, Conn.

It is not likely flint HtilTalo will give much 
encouragement to tile licit International fair. 
It was projected for the Joint benefit of the 
United Stales and Canada, it apiiears to have 
been run for the be he ti I of a selfish clique 
T he Commercial A d o rti» r denounces the 
managem ent with vehemence, anil (he AV 
pre»« is hardly milder. 
Both adm it thai tin 
exhibit was a success. 
T hat of horses, live 
stock and sheep was never equalled in the 
United States and Canada, Rays the Commer 
rial, and the agricultural departm ents were 
uncom m only strong. 
This was due, it ap 
pears, to the energy with which it was ad 
vcrtlscd in advance. 
The people aud the 
Presa boomed Hic fair, the country press be 
log worked os never before. 
The result is 
large profits to the Association. 
But,” says the Commercial, “ it has been 
neither profitable nor pleasant to anybody 
else, 
ami 
the 
policy 
of 
the 
man 
sgem ent lias been so incredibly mean and 
greedy as to have made it a scoffing and a by­ 
word throughout the region to which the fair 
m ust look for future support.” 
The spccifl 
cation* to sustain this charge are quite mimer 
oua. 
The exhibitors, after paying heavily 
for space and privileges, were compelled to 
pay for admissions for themselves and at 
tendanU, and even at the close for the adatis 
skin of wagons to carry their exhibits away. 
T he country editors, who had done an enor 
mous am ount of free advertising, received 
no passes for themselves and families, and 
could uot find their persuasive friend, the 
advertising agent, when they came to the 
city. 
The show printing was giveu to Cleve 
land while Buffalo papers were booming the 
fair, and the hundred or two dollars saved 
was nearly eaten up by freight expense. Tile 
volunteer firemen who came to the city to 
drill w ithout rewards or prizes were lodged 
in the dusty attic of a store. 
Inside the 
grounds 
im pudent 
fake 
allows 
and 
dirty lunch 
stands 
obtruded themselves 
everywhere, the management having sold 
privileges of this sort to sll applicants. 
For 
a tim e a virtuous show of enforcing the law 
against the selling of beer was made, hut 
w hen It became apparent that some of the 


restaurant* could not otherwise pay their rent 
the beer (raffle was winked at. 
The extra 
charges on the inside were annoying. 
After 
paying .YO cents to get in, ii cost IO cent* to 
sit down on the gram! stand, the only place 
w here seals were provided. 
Ten cents was 
charged for a copy of the program an­ 
nouncing the special features of the day. 
Admission lo the Art Gallery and to the Pal­ 
ace of Illusion was 25 cents each. 
Buffalo is 
shamed by the liberal management of the 
Toronto fair in contrast with its own. There 
25 ce lits covered everything. 
The Erprem, afte*r relating how its late ed­ 
itor, Jam es N. Matthews, 
worked for the 
promotion of tile enterprise last year until it 
brought him to a sick bed from which be 
wa* never to arise eveu to see the exhibition 
dee lares its disappointm ent this year to be 
very great. 
“ With all its weaknesses,” says 
the hic pre**, “ it would have been a very good 
show if the* people had only had a chance to 
see it. 
But an unwise greed for money 
crow d'll the grounds with side-shows and 
cating places until there* was hardly room for 
a visitor to move* around, 
and a mistaken 
economy left him w ithout the amusements to 
which he felt himself entitled. 
In a word 
the management asked too much and gave 
too little.” 
The state did not, it is to lie feared, exter­ 
m inate the race* of hum an hogs that used to 
fatten around Niagara, w hen it transformed 
the vicinity of the cataract into a park. The 
whole breed lins evidently moved up to Buf 
falo and started a fair. 
Nothing short of ex 
posurc and the adversity that follows will 
civilize them into decency.

EDUC A TION IN i HE SOUTH. 


The South is really waking up to the use­ 
fulness of general education mid a public 
school system , 
Tile* annual report of Com­ 
missioner of Education Dawson, just filed at 
the Interior Departm ent, Blate* (list during 
the decade between I HTH ami 1887, the growth 
of the public school system, as shown by the 
num ber of enrollment*, was 1.6 per rent 
greater than the* growth of the population 
of whool uge, 6 to 14 year*, and that 
this gain is entirely due to the growth of the 
mjstem iu the South. 
In w hat is called the 
South Central section the commissioner says 
the increase of the enrollm ent show s an ex­ 
cess over the increase of population probably 
never before paralleled in a country »o long 
settled. 
Tile public school systems of the 
Southern stales are now established on a per­ 
m anent basis. 
An equal proportion of the 
school fundi* is apportioned to colored chil 
dren everywhere except in the Blate of Dela 
ware, and these nrkools are kept open as long 
and under as well paid teachers as those for 
while children. 
This evidently obviates the necc—itj for 
the passage of the Blair bill. 
The presenta­ 
tion and discussion of that bill has had a 
good effect in stirring up tin* Southern peo 
pie, who have too much pride to accept a 
bounty that would have branded them aa 
paupers. 
But the influence that has given 
the greatest stimulus to this movement is the 
great influx of N orthern enterprise, brains 
aud capital. 
A people that can no longer 
live upon the labor of their slaves are easily 
brought to see the usefulneaa of education in 
aiding them to the perform ance of the duty 
now laid upon them, of shifting for them 
selves 


nnd long jet black hair, and of course, under 
Hie circumstances, attracted most eager at­ 
tention and interest from the large and 
wealthy congregation assembled.

tors have opposed it, and Democratic Judges 
have set it aside, and the Democratic candi­ 
date for the bench at tics election ha* given 
ids opinion against it. 
In contrast with this

anarchists” of Cincinnati. 
The Governor, it

For thin Judge Dickson

The ineidrnt is useful in show ing that in­ 
telligent and conscientious men are thinking 
af suit high license. 
In Ohio, as in Pennsyl­ 
vania ami Massachusetts, it has passed the 
experim ental stage. 
The u sefu ln e ss of the 
principle is so well cstahlishi-d that even Gov. 
H ill's objections are going to lie taken at their 
true value before long.

It is not likely that Buffalo will give much 
encouragement to the next International fai 
It was projected for the joint benefit of the 
United States and Canada; it appears to have 
been run for the benefit of a selfish clique 
The Commercial Advertiser denounces the 
management with vehemence, and the Ex 
press is hardly milder. 
Both adm it that the 
exhibit was a success. 
T hat of horses, live 
stock and sheep was never equalled in the 
United States and Canada, says the Commer 
cial, and the agricultural departm ents were 
uncommonly strong. 
This was due, it ap 
pears, to the energy with which it was ad­ 
vertised in advance. 
The people and the 
press boomed the fair, the country press be­ 
ing worked as never before. 
The result is 
large profits to the Association. 
“ B ut,” says the Commercial, “ it has been 
neither profitable nor pleasant to anybody 
else, 
and 
the 
policy 
of 
the 
m an­ 
agement has been so incredibly mean and 
greedy as to have made it a scoffing aud a by­ 
word throughout the region to which the fair 
m ust look for future support.” 
The specifi­ 
cations to sustain this charge are quite num er­ 
ous. 
The exhibitors, after paying heavily 
fo r Bpace and privileges, were compelled to 
pay for admissions for themselves and at­ 
tendants, and even at the close for the admis­ 
sion of wagons to carry their exhibits away. 
T h e country editors, who bad done an enor­ 
mous amount of free advertising, received 
no passes for themselves and families, and 
could not find their persuasive friend, the 
advertising agent, when they came to the 
city. 
The show printing was giveu to Cleve 
land while Buffalo papers were boom ing the 
fair, aDd the hundred or two dollars saved 
was nearly eaten up by freight expense. The 
volunteer firemen who came to the city to 
drill without rewards or prizes were lodged 
in the dusty attic of a store. 
Inside the 
grounds 
im pudent 
fake 
shows 
and 
dirty iunch 
stands 
obtruded themselves 
everywhere, the management having sold 
privileges of this sort to all applicants. 
For 
a time a virtuous show of enforcing the law 
against the selling of beer was made, but 
when it became apparent that some of the

A CONVERTED DEMOCRAT. 


Judge Dickson of Ohio, an ardent tariff 
reformer who voted and shouted for Cleve 
land last year, has come out for Foraker. 
His reasons are various. 
One of them is that 
the election of Campliell, the Democratic 
candidate, would rightly be claimed as a re­ 
buke of Cleveland’s tariff reform policy and 
a declaration that he must In- w ithdrawn from 
the next canvass for the Presidency. Though 
Campbell was nominated on a free trade plat 
form his own protection views cannot be hid 
den, and for this reason Judge Dickson holds 
that “ all men who believe that tariff reform 
is 'he dominant question of the day must 
labor for the defeat of Campbell.” 
This is 
queer sort of logic to lead a free trader up to 
the support of Foraker, and illustrates quite 
strikingly the m anner in which the Demo­ 
crats are getting together. 
On state issues also Judge Dickson is at 
variance witii his party, and this is creditable 
to him because it proves him a deceut man 
and public spirited citizen. 
He says that the 
most popular law of the state is that which 
taxes the saloons, and for this law he gives 
the Republican part}' the entire credit. 
Sa}9 
he: “ It relieves honest industry from three 
millions of taxation, limiting the number of 
saloons and lessening their evils.” 
This law 
he says, has encountered the most resolute 
Democratic opposition. 
Democratic legisla 
tors have opposed it, and Democratic Judges 
have set it aside, and the Democratic candi 
date for the bench at th:s election has given 
his opinion against it. 
In contrast with this 
Judge Dickson recites the courageous action 
of Gov. Foraker in withstanding the “ saloon 
anarchists” of Cincinnati. 
The Governor, it 
w ill be rememlicred, sent to the Mayor his 
approval of the determination to close the 
Cincinnati saloons on Sunday, and informed 
him that tiie state was ready to help him if 
help was needed. 
For this Judge Dickson 
tliinks the Governor deserves support. 
The incident is useful in showing that in 
telligent and conscientious men are thinking 
about high license. 
In Ohio, as in Pennsy 
vania and Massachusetts, it has passed the 
experimental stage. 
The usefulness of the 
principle is so well established that even Gov 
Hill’s objections are going to lie taken at their 
true value before long. 
High license will 
come with an overwhelming m ajority behind 
it as soon as the sober people of the state 
agree to unite as solidly and harmoniously as 
the Governor’s Whisky party has done. 


EDUCA TI0N IN i HE SOUTH. 


The South is really waking up to the use 
fulness of general education and a public 
school system. 
The annual report of Com 
missioner of Education Dawson, just filed at 
the Interior Department, stales that during 
the decade between 1876 and 1887, the growth 
of the public school system, as shown by the 
number of enrollments, was 1.6 per cent 
greater than the growth of the population 
of school age, 6 to 14 years, and that 
this gain is entirely due to the growth of the 
system in the South. 
In what is called the 
Soutli Central section the commissioner say 
the increase of the enrollment shows an ex 
cess over the increase of population probably 
never before paralleled in a country so long 
settled. 
The public school systems of the 
Southern states are now established on a pe 
manent basis. 
An equal proportion of the 
school funds is apportioned to colored cliil 
dren everywhere except iu the state of Dela 
ware, and these schools are kept open as long 
und under as well paid teachers as those for 
while children. 
This evidently obviates the necessity for 
the passage of the Blair bill. 
The presenta­ 
tion and discussion of that bill ha3 had a 
good effect in stirring up the Southern peo­ 
ple, who have too much pride to accept a 
bounty that would have branded them as 
paupers. 
But the influence that has given 
the greatest stimulus to this movement is the 
great influx of Northern enterprise, brains 
and capital. 
A people that can no longer 
live upon the labor of their slaves are easily 
brought to see the usefulness of education in 
aiding them to the performance of the duty 
now laid upon them, of shifting for them ­ 
selves-

THE CHURCH TH AT BOUGHT A SLAVE. 


M r. B e e c h e r th e A u c tio n e e r a n d P ly m o u th 
P u lp it th e B lo ck . 
[From the Staunton Virginian,] 
It may not be out of place in connection 
with the history of the late Henry W ard 
Beecher to mention an affecting incident in 
his life which may have laded from the re­ 
membrance of some of our elder citizens. In 
1860 or 1861 a beautiful octoroon girl, raised 
and owued by a prominent citizen of this 
county, Mr. John Churchman, attempted to 
make her escape North. 
8he was arrested 
and brought buck. 
Her master then deter­ 
mined to sell her, and found a ready pur­ 
chaser in another citizen, Mr. Fred Scheffer. 
Shortly after this the later owner was im­ 
pressed with the belief that the girl intended 
to make another effort to go N orth the 
first 
opportunity 
that 
presented.

Mr. Scheffer proposed to Sarah that she 
should go North and raise enough money 
from the Abolitionists to purchase herself. 
This proposition she eagerly accepted, and, 
being furnished with means by Mrs. Scheffer 
tc pay her fare she started.

Mr. Beecher, aDd on the following Suuday 
morning was escorted to bis pulpit in Brook­ 
lyn.

PUBLIC OPINION. 


In the long experience of 100 years the 
Democracy have made mistakes in principle 
in but few instances.

Smith’s daughter, and is nothing less than 
a silver eoffin-piate. It lies on the stand 
among hymn hooks, photograph albums, 
card-cases and other drawing-room trinkets. 
None of the Smitn family ever refers to it un­ 
less the subject is mentioned by a caller. 
Then they desenlie, in tones of affectionate 
tenderness, the many virtuts of the daughter 
that 
was 
so dear 
to them. 
The 
cofiin-plqtf 
occupies 
in 
that 
house­ 
hold 
much 
the same 
place 
of 
veneration that an urn with the ashes of the 
dead holds in the houses of the advocates of 
cremation. Singular as the custom may seem, 
there are many New-Englnml homes, es­ 
pecially in this part of Connecticut, where 
cofiin plates of dead relatives or cherished 
friends are kept as mantelpiece ornaments or 
on the cenlre-tables in the parlors. One fam­ 
ily in New-Milford is said to have a collec­ 
tion of no less than 14 brass, silver and plated 
relics taken from the coffins of dead members 
of the family, reaching down to within 50 
years of the founding of the colony two cen­ 
turies and a half ago. The oldest of this rare 
collection of coffin plates bears the name and 
date of the hirtli and death of oneof the orig­ 
inal settlers of New-Haven colony. It is 
b'ack and discolored by the laps® of time, 
It.it the family would as soon think of part­ 
ing with it as they wou'd of losing the 
family Bible which contains the genealogical 
records of the entire race. An amusing story 
is told about the cofiin plates collected by a 
Stratford family. There were ltire or 10 of 
them in places of honor about the parlor of 
tlie old-rashioucd farm-house. Some years 
ago an irreverent burglar entered the house 
at night, and seeing the glittering mementoes 
of the dead decorating prominent pieces of 
furniture in the room dumped them all in hi.s 
booty hag, and together with the silver 
knives and forks and what other portable 
household effects lie could conveniently carry 
made his exit unmolested. Great was the 
consternation of the easy-going farmer and 
his family when they awoke the next morn­ 
ing to find that their dining-room silverware 
had heen carried off. but they were shocked 
beyond expression when they discoverd the 
rape of the coffin plates which could not he 
replaced at any cost. They were proportion­ 
ately gratified a day or two later to receive a 
box by express, in which wetc packed all the 
missing coffin plates. With it was a note in 
a rough hand, which said: 'Here is your 
coffin signboards. I have found they wasn’t 
much but German silver in them, and that 
ain’t mv line. You're welcome to ’em, and 
thanks for your silver in spoons, which I ’ll 
keep. Merry Christmas.’

A correspondent who says 
that it has 
“ rained cats and dogs ” here for the space of 
nine d a y s or so tells T h e F r e e m a n he 
“ wants to know, you know, what becomes 
of a ll the water.” An authority lias said that 
an average of five feet of water is estimated 
to fall annually over the whole earth, and, 
assuming that the condensation takes place 
at an average height of 3,000 feet, scientists 
concluded that the force of evaporation to 
supply such rainfall mast equal the lifting of 
322,090.000 pounds of water 3,000 feet in ev­ 
ery minute, or about 300,000,000-horsc-power 
constantly exerted. Of this prodigious amount 
of energy thus created a very small propor­ 
tion is transferred to the waters that run 
back through rivers to the sea, and a still 
smaller fraction is utilized by man; the re­ 
mainder is dissipated in space. 
The mystery to many people how the 
scourers of old clothes can jpake them 
as eood as dcw is explained us follows: 
Take, for instance, a shiny old .coat, v tst or pair 
o f trousers, of broad-cloth, costim ereor diagonal. 
The scourer makes a strong, warm soap suds and 
plunges the garm ent into it, souses it up and down, 
rubs the dirty places, if necessary puts It through 
second suds, then riuses it through several waters, 
and hangs it to dry on the line. When nearly dry. 
he takes it in, rolls it up for au hour or two, and then 
presses it. 
An old cotton cloth is laid on the outside 
of the coat, and the iron passe, 1 over that until the 
wrinkles are out hut the iron is removed before the 
steam ceases to arise from the goods,else they would 
be shinv. 
Wrinkles 
th at ar.- obstinate are 
re­ 
moved by laying a wet cloth over them and passing 
the iron over that. If any shiny places are seen t hel­ 
are treated as the wrinkles are—the iron is lifted, 
while the full cloud of steain rises and brings the 
nap up with it. Cloth should always have a suds 
made, especially for it, as if that which has been 
used for white cotton or woolen clothes 'in t will be 
leit in the w ater and cling to the cloth. In this 
m anner we have known the sam° coat and panta­ 
loons to be renewed time and again, and have all 
the look and feel of new garm ents. Good broad­ 
cloth and its fellow cloths will bear many washings. 
A physician, writing on the food necessary 
to give strength and sustenance, «ays that if 
a person uses up his brain faster than he 
makes it lie soon becomes nervous and irrita­ 
ble.
